During August, 1968, a confidential source advised 
that during that same month Robert M. Shelton, described by 
the source as being the Imperial Wizard of the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA), of 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, had stated that he had been approached 
by Arthur Hanes, the attorney for James Earl Ray, who 
told Shelton that Ray had no money. Shelton wondered if 
Klan members in Tennessee would be agreeable to donating 
money for Ray's defense, and Shelton stated that he 
intended to look over a jury list that was to be furnished 
him by Mr. Hanes.
